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A SHORT HISTORY OF THE MATAMATA SOCIETY OF ARTS INC 


Introduction 


As part of the 45" Anniversary Celebrations of the Matamata Society of Arts Inc our 
President (at the time of writing this history) Ms Wilma Randrup has asked me to write 
this short history of the Society. Perhaps I should have refused as I am neither a historian 
or a writer. However, in having accepted I shall - vite this History based on very little 
research but mostly on my memory of 45 years’ membership in the Society, and 
information obtained from the large catzlogues of art activities prepared by the late Miss 
Evelyn Baylis, a life member of the Society. 


I must beg tolerance for any mistakes, omissions or discrepancies which may appear in 
the chapters that follow. 


My interest in drawing has been a life long one. My interest in painting began whilst 
serving in the Royal NZ Air Froce during World War 2. 


During a term in the occupational forces in Japan an art club was formed at our air base at 
Iwikune commprising of American, Australian, British and New Zealand servicemen and 
of which club I was a member. We were all aspiring painters working with either oils or 
watercolours. 


After demobilization and on my return to Matamata I found that painting by myself 
lacked the criticism and stimulation of group art and therefore I formed with 10 to 15 
others a local art club. 


This club functioned for approx. 5 years. One of the members, the late Joy Black seemed 
to have an extensive knowledge of art activities of both the cities of Hamilton and 
Auckland and suggested that we have art classes under the tutorlege of Miss Ida Carey, a 
well known and respected artist and teacher resident in Hamilton. Once a month Miss 
Carey would travel from Hamilton to Matamata to take 2or 3 hour classes. These classes 
were held ona Saturday afternoon and would cost each pupil 5 shillings. We were 
taught sound principles of composition and the mixing and use of colour. 


Art Club exhibitions were occasionally held in local shops or shop windows and were 
very significent in comparison with those held by our Society today. 


OUR SOCIETY’S BEGINNING 
In January 1954 Mr Jim Ayers a young man with a Diploma in Fine Arts arrived in 


Matamata to take up the position of Art teacher at Matamata College. As I was President 
of the local art club Jim arranged to meet me. We discussed the possibility of forming an 
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Art Society and agreed that the proposal should be put to the members of the Art Club. 
At the next meeting of the club the proposal was put and readily accepted. Naturally 
most of the members were elected as the committee of the new Art Society. 


It is most unfortunate that the Minutes of the Art Club and early years of the Art 
Society’s meetings have been lost or accidentally destroyed, therefore as mentioned 
previously I rely on my memory and that of a few other early Society members. 


During the early stages of the Society’s development we relied onsiderably on Mr Ayers’ 
knowledge of Art Society functioning. Mr David Stanley was elected our first President 
and Mrs Doreen Waterson vice President. Mr Ayers with the assistance of Mr David 
Stanley drew up our Constitution which was approved and we became the Matamata 
Society of Arts Incorporated. 


As well as the teaching of day students at the Matamata College Mr Ayers held evening 
art classes for adult students. These classes were held on Tuesdays between the hours of 
7.00 and*9.00pm and were attended by up to 15 students, mostly Society members. 


Jim encouraged us to paint outside of class hours, to develop our powers of observation 
and create our own painting styles. At a later date pottery clases were held and 
Supe, vised uy Mr Ayers. 


Society members would meet monthly at either one of its members’ houses or at the El 
Toro Café’ at the corner of Hetana and Arawa Street, Matamata (this café’ now trades 
under different ownership and title). The most frequent meetings were held in the late 
Mrs Dorothy Venables house in Tamui Street (now owned by Mr Mark Stanley) as the 
large lounge was a very suitable venue. 


The meetings would in general commence with the committee meeting followed by a 
discussion on some aspect of art and a viewing and criticism of members’ work in which 
we would compare techniques, painting styles and the extent of one’s creativity. 
Occationally meetings would be complemented with guest speakers or a debate, 
discussién on and viewing of prints (obtained by the then CAS of well known painters or 
art subjects. 


Our Society still meets regularly, but now at our Gallery/Workshap at phe F irth TFowst 
Complex, Tower Road, Matamata. 


Weekend schools 


Over the years we have held a great number of weekend schools where practicing 
members are for a small fee offered the chance to be tutored in either painting or pottery 
or some other art by teachers qualified in their particular field. Some of the most 
prominent have been Ted Bracey, well known painter and art teacher who also was 
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invited to hold an exhibition of his paintings in Matamata. Louise Henderson, painter 
and art teacher of Auckland, whose weekend school caused quite a stir. She was a very 
forthright tutor demanding the most from her students and offering very strong criticism 
where she considered it was necessary. A few of her pupils refusing to attend the school 
on the second day. 


In pottery, just to name two, were Brian Gartside and Bryce Stevens. 


If my memory serves me correctly the above were also guest artists at one or another of 
our Annual Exhibitions. 


The most well known artist to exhibit in Matamata was the late Mr Colin McCahon. His 
exhibition was arranged by the Community Arts Council in association with the 
Matamata Society of Arts. He forwarded five paintings which our Society mounted in 
the foyer of the early Trust Bank building in Arawa Street. I don’t think that many 
people of Matamata had sufficient knowledge of art to appreciate Colin’s painting style. 
These paintings were landscapes with a price of £120 on each of them. They are 
probably valued in some thousands of dollars today. 


Another renowned guest exhibitor was Mr Barry Brickell of Coromandel, a prominent 
New Zealand potter whose works are well received in both New Zealand and Australia 
and further afield. Equal to Mr Brickell is Mr Len Castle of Auckland who is considered 

-on of New Zealand’s leading potters. Len exhibited at a number of our annual 
exhibitions. His wife Ruth also had on display some of her very fine cane work. Len’s 
pottery is well known within New Zealand and overseas. 


EXHIBITIONS 


One of the most important objectives of an art society is to exhibit its works for public 
viewing and to this end our Society held its first exhibition in October 1955. This 
exhibition was held in the Matamata Band Hall, a small hall sited on the north west 
corner of the domain. This hall was owned by the Matamata Citizens band and was the 
venue far their band practices. 


The building was by no means very satisfactory for mounting an art exhibition. To hang 
the paintings a wire had to be strung around the perimeter of the interior wall surfaces 
and paintings were hung on hooks from this wire. 


Our main difficulty was in our endeavours to get all pictures hanging reasonably straight 
in line. As each additional painting was hung it would under its own weight cause the 
wire to sag lifting all other pictures out of alignment (refer article on 25" Anniversary.) 
The Opening evening was an outstanding success. This was the first time that Matamata 
people had experienced an art show and in all probability was the first exhibition held in 
the Waikato outside of Hamilton. 
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As the band hall was not suitable it was decided (even at some greater cost) to hold future 
exhibitions in the Matamata Memorial Centre — but once again — how< We were not 
permitted to hammer nails into the walls. The solution was to make de-mountable 
screens which could be placed in position prior to a show and then removed afterwards. 


Mr David Stanley, Jim Ayers and I made a number of these screens in Mr Stanley's 
basement garage. They were constructed of timber frames with bird netting stretched and 
fixed over the total width and height of the frames and then hessian laid over the netting. 


A number of these screens were supported by the walls of the centre by wedging 100 x 
50 timbers into the steel channels forming part of the building’s structural frame. The 
screens would then be bolted to these timbers at one end and supported at the other end 
with steel tube A frames. Free standing screens on similar A frames were positioned 
throughout the hall. 


Apart fram-time and physical effort expended in the carrying of these screens from the 
centres’ basement and arranging them in the large hall they never the less proved a 
successful means of mounting an art exhibition. 


Our annual exhibition can be considered one of Matamata’s cultural events of the year. 
Like most exhibitions painting in the various medium predominates although there is also 
a good showing of pottery and fibre art including quilting and patchwork. Over the last 
few years the Matamata College School Certificate and six form students have also 
exhibited their work.. 


Each year two or three artists (painters and potters) recognized for their high standing are 
invited to take part as guest artists, which increases the range and variety of art works 
and allows local participants to compare their own work with those of the visitors. 


These annual events are well patronized by the public of Matamata and outside areas and 
usually span three days. The Opening takes the form of a Wine and Cheese evening with 
Guest Speaker and a member of the Chronicle staff presenting the Artist of the Year 
Award sponsored by them. During the early years of exhibiting we were fortunate in 
obtaining the services of some very prominent and well known art critics, writers, gallery 
directors and artists as guest speakers. 


Amongst those who have also opened our exhibitions) have been Mr T McNamara (Art 
critic for the NZ Herald. Mr Hamish Keith (Art Consultant and writer), Mr Peter 
Tomeroy Director of the Auckland Art Gallery. Para Matchett (well known Maori 
painter, Ms Susan Flight (well known artist and art teacher) and the Mayors of our 
district. 
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Our Art Society has been a member of the Bay Arts group since its inception. Bay Arts 
consists of Art Societies from most of the towns sited from Waihi to Opotiki in the Bay 
of Plenty and from Paeroa to Kinleith in the Waikato (approx 13 societies in all). These 
group exhibitions are held annually at a different member town each year. Once again 
our members were able to compare their paintings, pottery, quilting and other fabric art 
with those of other areas. We can be justifiably proud of our artists/craftspersons whose 
work in general compares more than favourable with that of other similar societies as at 
each and every show we have won a good number of Awards. (I must say however, that 
I do have some reservations regarding the qualifications and ability of some of those 
people appointed to be Judges. 


A number of our own members have been invited to be guest artists at other Society’s 
exhibitions, notably Jim Ayers, Maureen Allison, Anne de Silva and Jim Cotter. Three of 
us were invited to exhibit in the Waikato Society of Arts Gallery in Hamilton. (Three 
Matamata Artists) as well as a later exhibition at the same gallery by Jim Ayers and Jim 
Cotter. This exhibition with two of our potters, Maureen Allison and Bob McDonald was 


os 


then mounted at Te Awamutu at the Te Wananga O Aotearoa Campus. 

In either the late 1970’s or early 1980’s the Matamata Society of Arts was invited to 
forward a selected number of paintings to a small gallery in Auckland. This exhibition 
was arranged by the late Joy Black (who was then resident in the city). The exhibition 


was well received and considered by Mr Terry McNamara (NZ Herald Art Critic) to have 
more verve than many city artist group shows. 


In late 1999 we were also invited by the Franklin Art Group to exhibit works in a small 
but very attractive gallery in Waiuku. This show was arranged by Mr Jim Ayers and was 
also well received by the local populace, and a number of art works were sold. We have 
also staged several mini exhibitions at our own Gallery and these have been well 
received. 


POTTERY 


Although painting in its various medium has been the most popular art activity, the 
making and firing of pottery has followed as a close second. Since the evening classes at 
the Matamata College there has been constant development in the making of pots. For 
many years potters did their firing in an oil fired kiln built by members of the Society 
with technical assistance from the late Ken Reid. 


The kiln (in general maintained and most frequently used by Mr Bob McDonald and Mrs 
Maureen Allison) has now given way to a more modern gas fired unit. An electric fired 
kiln is still in use within the gallery building. 


Current pottery classes under the control and tuition of Mrs Maureen Allison are well 
supported. 
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OUR OWN GALLERY 


During the 1970’s Mr Bob McDonald a keen potter member of our Society who was 
employed by the New Zealand Dairy Co advised the committee that a house 
belonging to the Dairy Co and sited at Waharoa was for purchase. We considered 
that this house would be suitable as a small gallery/workshop‘and offered £200 

for the purchase of the cottage. Our offer was accepted and with the approval of the 
Matamata-Piako District Council and the Historical Society the building was 
transported from Waharoa and sited in the Firth Tower Complex on Tower Road, 
Matamata. A considerable amount of hard work by members of the Society in 
altering and renovating the house was undertaken to convert it into a suitable venue 
for meetings, small exhibitions and workshop for painting and pottery schools. 

It is worthy of note that our first Life Member Ida Carey made a donation of £100 
towards the purchase of the building. 


Over the years the gallery has proved invaluable for the above activities and although 
its location is very attractive it is sited too far from the centre of Matamata township 
to encourage patronage from those interested in visiting exhibitions. However, it is a 
great workshop venue and the mini exhibitions started in 2000 have been well 
supported. 


OUR EXECUTIVE AND MEMBERS 


The success of any organization depends on its executive committee or organizers 
and the willingness of its rank and file members to co-operate and participate in their 
organisation’s activities. 


Throughout the past 44 years of our Society’s existence we have had presidents, 
secretaries, treasurers and committee members who have been extremely hard 
working and dedicated, with strongt support of many of the active and associate 
members. 


Like*many organizations in today’s climate is is becoming increasingly difficult to 
enlist the membership and help of younger members of our population. It seems that 
many people including parliamentarians consider any culture related to the arts as 
either totally unnecessary or at the best only secondary to the welfare of our nation. 
This attitude is increasingly reflected in our populations’ outlook. 


In 1955 when our Society began, the ages of executive members would have ranged 
between 20-30 years, Society members aged between 18-70 years. Some of our 
present members have served continually as a committee members for the total of 45 
years. 
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Like other organizations, our society in the Supply and Demand and Money 
orientated environment of today is at a loss on how to encourage younger people to 
join with us as fellow painters, potters or other art activists. 


The theraputic rewards of creativity in whatever art and craft field can be of great 
mental and physical benefit to those affected by the stresses of today’s living. 


OUR ARTISTS 


As a small rural town art society , Matamata can be quite proud of many of its artists. 
During its 45 years of existence it is unlikely that any of us can lay claim to great 
fame although some of us have achieved some reco gnition as painters, potters, 
carvers and fabric artists. 


One of our first artists to receive some notice was Mr Alwyn lasenby who was one of 
Jim Ayers’ night class students. His oil paintings were mostly abstract landscapes 
executed in impasto style (thick layers of paint applied with a palette knife). Alwyn 
left Matamata to reside for a period in Auckland. He associated with some of 
Auckland’s art fraternity and had one of his paintings purchased by the Auckland 

City Art Gallery. 


Some of our Society’s early members are still practicing members today. Amongst 
these are Jim Ayers, Jim Cotter, Mary Cullen (Sargent), Joyce Newman, Neridah 
Howarth (now residing in Whangarei), Ina Shaw (Toomey) living in Warkworth. 


Other prominent practicing members (just to mention a few) are Maureen Allison 
(pottery), Anne de Silva (painting, Wilma Randrup (fabric art and photography) and 
Barbara Fisher (pottery). 


In recognition of services to the society the society has honoured five of its members 
with life membership — Ida Carey, Jim Ayers, Evelyn Baylis, Bob McDonald and Jim 
Cotter. 


SOCIAL ACTIVITIES 


Our Society at least once a year invites all of its members to enjoy a soccial get- 
together in the form of a barbecue or a BYO (food and drink) at one of its members 
homes or a gathering at one of the local restaurants. 


One of our most popular functions was that of an ‘Evening with the Arts’. This 
evening normally took place in one of Matamata’s small halls. The evening would 
comprise of a selected show of paintings and pottery as well as poetry reading by Jim 
Feisst (then a teacher at the Matamata College), song by the late Mrs Gloria Yelavich 
and play readings by one or two members of the Dramatic Society. These evenings 
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were looked forward to and well patronised by Society members as well as invited 
guests. In the following you will read of other social occasions as remembered by 
Mrs Ina Shaw. 


The Summer Party 


In 1964 Ivan and Ina Toomey lived in an old abandoned house on the back road at 
Peria while their house was being built. They had made it liveable by tacking old 
rattan blinds and painting murals on to thick wallpaper and tacking it up to stop the 
drafts. Just the place for an Art Society Party. 


It was summertime and everyone brought food for the barbecue which was outside 
under the old plum tree. Each person came in some tyhpe of fancy dress flourishing a 
homemade musical instrument and a band was born. Faith Somerville had been into 
the Theatre group’s props and floated straight out of a Regency picture. Someone 
else was “The Laughing Cavalier’. 


The band was a great success. Home made instruments blended — or clashed — with 
the genuine. Ivan Toomey’s “piece de ristance’ was a cello made from a tea chest 
which resonated its deep throated notes as he flamboyantly plucked the twine strings. 
Jim Ayers had set up a row of bottles which he painstakingly filled with water to 
make a chiming scale. Bongo drums, penny whistles, bottle tops clanked on sticks to 
the accompaniment of the piano made musicians of us in a moment of time, as codas, 
crescendos and cadenzas floated across Jeff Crabb’s fields. 


When we vacated the house, it was turned into a woodcarving school with Dale 
Kapua from Ohinemutu as tutor and the old place resonated to mallets and chisels. 


Wnother party I recall was held in the Little Theatre when we danced and played 
party games in very subdued lighting. Each person wore a highly decorated hat. 
Mine was a huge red and black Eliza Doolittle affair as ‘My Fair Lady’ was all the 
rages 


In 1956 I remember painting in a class Jim Ayers took. I was so amused and 
intrigued with the way Alwyn Lasenby vividly painted thick paint onto his pictures 
during class and then at the end scraped thelot off into a large heap! Our surprise and 
delight when one of this paintings was bought by Auckland Art Gallery. 


CONCLUSION 


In writing this short history I once again apologise for any mistakes or omissions that 
I have made. I wish to thank the members who have assisted me in providing 
material for inclusion in this resume, and my sincere hope is that the Matamata 
Society of Arts will be as successful in the future as it has been in the past. 
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Our main deficiency is in not having a gallery within Matamata township, easily accessible to the 
public and able to present to them a continuous exhibition of visual art and the various crafts 


allied to the arts. 


We do seem to lack support and sponsorship of the arts. Very few of our commercial or 
corporate establishments who may take a deep and practical interest in sport have little or 
no interest in the arts. Our local authority can also be included in this bracket. One only 
has to visit the rooms or offices of the above groups to observe a definite lack of art or art 
objects within their premises. Apparently there is little realization that art is a very 
important aspect of the well being of any town or country.

In the 1990s, calligraphy and card making, drawing, silk painting, watercolour, 
papercraft, Shibori, oil painting, pottery and glazing. 


Artyfacts 


The Society has enjoyed the support of the local community paper, the Matamata 
Chronicle over the years with a free section on the arts once a month. 


This section includes art work and the Artist of the Month which is selected by the 
Matamata Society of Arts committee. Once a year the Artist of the year is chosen and an 
Award of a grant is presented at our Annual Exhibition. Our first Artist of the Month was 


Audrey Cameron. Artyfacts continues into the new century. 


Creative New Zealand Funding 


Over the years we have been fortunate in receiving funding from Creative New Zealand 
to help us bring tutors of high standing for workshops for our members. This funding 
allows us to hold high quality workshops at a reasonable price for our members.

Over the years Society of Arts members have held many successful Annual Exhibitions; 
These being held in the Matamata Memorial hall. The Guest Artists are chosen to help 
show the public the range of different art media. An occasion that is enjoyed by all. 


The Sculpture Symposium was begun by the Society to help people explore the natural 
stone that is in the area. This continues today under another committee. — 


The potters have developed over the years under the leadership of Maureen Allison. . 
They have done Raku, coil and slab and wheel work. Working at the workshop and using 
the kilns, Maureen herself has achieved national recognition and is also busy with her 
own work and her anagama kiln that she built with the help of her family. 


As we move into the year 2000 we find that people don’t have time to enjoy weekly afternoon 
painting and other art activities so the Society of Arts now has more one day workshops held at the - 
weekend. Members relax in their jeans at the workshop and experiment and embrace new | 
techniques. In the changing society in which we live it is even more important today to help 


people develop their creative skills. As a working Art Society we hope to continue to encourage 
people to have a go and be creative.
